(herman) Federal Republic is one of 
the few nations in the world to­ 
day having a highly favorable trade 
balance and a \irtual excess of 
backing for its currency. 


Meanwhile, the United States has 


come face to face with a situation in 
which it must reduce the outflow of 
payments which constitute a drain on 
its gold reserves. 
This is why Treasury Secretary Rob­ 
ert Anderson and Undersecretary of 
State Douglas Dillon are in Bonn con­ 
ferring with Chancellor Konrad Aden­ 
auer, Economic* Minister Ludwig E r­ 
hard and other West German officials.

Sea­ 
son with salt and pepper —» and 
then relax and enjoy it.

The fate of President-elect Ken­ 
nedy’« legislative p rogfram in the next 
Conj?re?s dep ends in large measure on 
whether the southern Democratic coa­ 
lition with conseiTative Rep ublicans 
maintains or loses its majority status. 
The new President will 
) n at the 
height of his p ower over Congress l>e- 
tween his inauguration on Jan. 20 and 
Memorial Day. During these 100 days^ 
members of Congress must lay it on 
the line. 
Are they going to sup p ort or op p ose 
the Kennedy p olicies? 
Patronage, of course, will swing on 
their individual decisions. Every Dem­ 
ocrat in the Senate and in the House 


will b« exp ected to sup p ort his admini­ 
stration or suiter the consequences. 
A majority of the p arty members 
can be exp ected to give the 100 i>er 
cent sup p ort that is exjwcted. A minor­ 
ity will not» 
The Democratic Party is a hetero­ 
genous p arty. 
It contains many con- 
facling elements. And much of the his­ 
tory of the Sixties will de}>cnd on the 
relative strength of the tw o factions— 
the liberal Democratic majority and the 
conservative Democratic minority. 
Particularly in the first 100 days the 
overriding question will he: How many 
of the*minority voices in the p arty can 
be muffled by the*many p ressures that 
will be brought to comp el p arty unity? 


Opinions O f Other Editors 
Behind The Talks At Bonn 


Very few nations, heving lost a ma­ 
jor war, have fared as wel! at the 
hands of the victi>rs as has West Ger­ 
many. 
This, of course, is l)€ cause 
America. Britain, and France sensed 
the need of filling the p ostwar economic 
vacuum in Eurcqîe as a bulwark again.st 
comrmmism. 
And Germany excep t for 
the zone still under Soviet domination, 
has made an extremely strong indus­ 
trial comeback. 


So strong, indeed, that the (West 
(ierman) Federal Rep ubli« i.s one of 
the few nations in the world to­ 
day having a highly favorable trade 
balance and a virtual excess of 
backing for its currency. 


Meanwhile, the United Statens ha.s 
come face to face wdth a situation in 
which it must reduce the outflow of 
p ayments which constitute a drain un 
its gold reserves. 
This is why Treasury Secretary Rob­ 
ert Anderson and Under.secretary of 
Slate Douglas Dillon are in Bonn con­ 
ferring with Chancellor Konrad Aden­ 
auer, Economics Minister Ludwig Er­ 
hard and other West German officials. 
The p rop osal Bonn has made to con- 


tribute to financial aid for underdevel­ 
op ed countries is help ful; but in some 
resp ects even it does not go far enough. 
More should come from government 
budget sources which will ensure its 
continuance rather than in commercial 
loans which still might draw funds from 
New York. 
In addition, U’ashington feels that 
West Germany should jirovide ap p roxi­ 
mately $ br>0 million a year to help de­ 
fray tlie exp ense of maintaining Ameri­ 
can troop s in Germany which are the 
backbone of that nation’s defense in the 
ab.sence <d a fully reconstituted West 
German army. 
It is p robably desirable that any 
West (ierman conlribution to Kuro- 
p ean defense cosls be made to the 
■ North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. but this would ease the 
American load. 
The Adenauer goveniment may he 
naturally reluctant to p ledge large out­ 
lays with national elections coming up 
next year, but the needs and p urjKise.s 
involved are fme.s which Gcrman.s of ail 
p arties .should understand and be willing 
to sup p ort.
